Reasons for allowance 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Prior art of record does not appear to teach or suggest or render obvious 
the claimed limitations in combination with the specific added limitations 
as recited in independent claim 23. The prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest "setting a flag to indicate that the new data set is available" and 
"running a first search process searching the old data set." as recited in 
independent claim 23. 

• Applicant cancelled claims 1-8 in response to Final Office Action filed on 
5/23/2006 and remaining claims were allowable claims. In response, 
Advisory action mailed on 6/13/2006 and stated as the possible rejection 
of Provisional Double Patenting. 

• Applicant's argument stated in the Response to Advisory Action filed on 
7/07/2006, page 1, paragraph two, as "As discussed, MPEP 804(I)(B)(2) 
states If a provisional statutory double patenting rejection is the only
